highball. He says at one bar, the 
manager encouraged the bartenders 
to short-pour by buying them drinks 
when they were over a certain 
amount. 

“We were told to do it, but it 
almost became a contest,” he says. 
“One night, me and the other bar- 
tender were 70 ounces over.” 

Paul and his fellow bartenders 
also handed out a lot of what he calls 
“BS drinks”—drinks with only a 

of liquor on the top to give 
illusion of alcohol. He says they 
reserved those cocktails for drunks 
who were likely to get violent if they 
-were cut off. 

“If he looks like he’s going to be a 
total jerk, you just give him, like, a 
quarter ounce and he goes away 
happy. He's usually so tanked he 

doesn’t know what's going on, and 
he’s plastered so he’s already had a 
time”

“Bar staff, particularly waitresses, 
zone in on people who look like 
they've had too much,” says Paul.

A drunken patron who's running 
a large tab or using a credit card may 
wind up paying for a lot more than 
he or she bargained for. Unscrupu- 
lous servers sometimes load the tab 
pe ee ther fables, pock:

Bill McBain of Ceili’s says it’s a 
common problem 

“Tm not saying it happens here 
but I can guarantee it happens 
everywhere,” he says. “If you're run: 
ning a big tab, you're an easy mark’ 

And if you complain about your 
bill, chances are the manager will 
side with the employee. 

“T’ve had a couple of bosses 
who've said, ‘The customer is 
always right until the first drink,” 
says Paul. “As soon as a customer is 
drinking, they lose any credibility.” 

Charles the bouncer agrees. “Tf 
you try to argue with the bar- 
tender, he'll probably call a door 
guy and tell them you're being bel- 
ligerent and get you kicked out 
The manager and even the police 
will side with the staff because 
you're drinking.” 

Watering down the alcohol is 
another popular scam, says Paul 
Bartenders will drink a shot, and 
then replace it with an equal 
amount of water. However, the 
more often it’s done, the more like- 
ly it will be detected 

“One place I worked, I gave a 
shot of tequila to a guy and he 
came back and said, ‘That's, like, 
half-water,” he says. “So | just 
opened another bottle and blamed 
it on the day bartender. And that’s 
the only time I’ve been contested 
in 11 years.” 

And those scams are just the tip 
of the iceberg. Bar staff can write 
drinks off as spilled or voided, or 
waitresses can sell drinks without 
ringing them in, taking home the 
money. Some staff will even bring 
their own bottles of liquor from 
home, selling the shots for bar prices. 


FACTS OF LIFE 

“It’s just too easy to get away 
with,” says Paul. “It’s so easy to take 
money for 50 drinks and only ring in 
45. And it's hard to get caught.” 

For customers, bar scams mean 
they might be heading home with 
lighter wallets. But for a bar, being 
swindled can mean the difference 
between profit and bankruptcy. 
That’s why many employers are 
resorting to new tactics to combat 
employee theft—including installing 
web cameras over the bar, and using, 
density meters to ensure liquor 
hasn't been watered down. 

Ceili’s uses a scanner system for 
its liquor—any time a shot is 
poured, the bottle has to be scanned. 
At the end of the night, if the 
amount in the bottle doesn’t equal 
the bartender’s tally, the bartender 
has to pay the difference. The parent 
company, Penny Lane Entertain- 
ment, also employs “secret shop- 
pers”—random people who will 
order drinks from the bar to make 
sure everything is as it should be. 
But McBain says the best preventa-

for major STDs are highest in the 15-19 age 
group.” Infections like Chlamydia continue to rise. 
Between 1997 and 2002, the rate of Chlamydia 
among 15-19 year old females increased 41.9 
per cent. 

In addition, in 2000 Alberta's teen pregnancy 
rate was 44.5 per 1,000 which was higher than 
the national average of 38.2 per 1,000. 

PPA believes the Alberta Advantage should 
include decreased STI rates and a teen pregnan- 
cy rate lower than the national average. That 
can't happen without more comprehensive sexu- 
ality education and greater access to, and use of, 
SRH services. 

Although the campaign is geared to youth of 
all ages, gender, experience, culture or sexual 
orientation, it also speaks to parents and adults. 
The Parent's page encourages parents to act as 
the key facilitators in their children’s sexuality 
education by providing key information about sex- 
uality issues, addressing concerns and facilitating 
access to sexual health care, whether through 
the family doctor or a sexual health clinic. The

Hmm. intriguing words from a 
band notorious for its low-key 
modesty. Since the 2001 release of 
their phenomenal self-titled debut, 
the Constantines have been slow- 
burning their way into hipster col- 
lective consciousness, mostly by 
virtue of their blisteringly intense 
live shows, delivered during rigor- 
ous and relentless touring. 

Not many young white boys 
could get away with repeatedly 
shouting, “Can I get a witness?” 
over hypnotically wailing guitars or 
randomly passing out rhythm 
instruments to a crowd made up of 
suedeheads to sweater-pop girls 
without getting beer bottles 
chucked their way. Yet the Con-
